For the Year Ending March 1, 1897. 


‘Phere has been six terms in the past year divided 
as follows : 


The spring term of eight weeks in district No. 5, 
commenced with Miss Iva Cuttmg as teacher. Her 
scholarship and order were good, but owing to cir- 
cumstances she thought best to close her labors at 
the end of the first week. The remaining seven 
were taught by Miss Bertha Huntoon, who had_pre- 
viously taught in town with good success. 


The fall term was taught by Miss Mattie Morse, 
who came highly recommended. This term was in 
‘session five weeks. 


- The winter term of ten weeks was taught by Mur- 
ray Glazier with good results. Mr. Glazier is a 
teacher of experience and with a talent for teaching. 
He was prompt to the work, good order prevailed, 
and a marked progress was very noticeable at the 
closing examinations. This term was pleasing to
